Action line 
Can you advise me on the correct 


procedure for absentee voting, by making 
a personal appearance at the County 
Clerk's office during the period of absentee 
voting? 


Article 5.05 of the Texas Election Code 


states that absentee voting "shall be 
conducted by two methods: (1) voting by 
personal appearance at the (county) 
clerk's office, and (2) voting by mail." 


To vote by personal appearance, ac- 


cording to subparagraph 8 of that same 
article, states that the voter qualified to 
vote absentee "shall make written ap- 
plication for an official ballot to the county 
clerk of the county of his residence, which 
application shall be signed by the voter..." 


The application shall also state the 


ground on which the applicant is entitled to 
vote absentee. . ." 


"In case of an application to vote ab- 


sentee by personal appearance," the 
section continues, "except where the voted 
ballot is to be placed in a carrier envelope, 
the application shall contain or have at- 
tached thereto an affidavit signed by the 
applicant, in substantially the following 
form:

( do solemnly swear that I 


am a resident of Precinct 
, in 


County, and am lawfully 


entitled to vote at the 
election to be held in said precinct on the — 
— day of 
, 19—, and that I am 


prevented from appearing at the polling 
place in said precinct on the date of the

sickness, physical 


disability, expected absehce from county, 
or religious belief)." 
, • 


You then sign this request and give it to 


the clerk or his deputy to receive a ballot. 


The reason for the request is so that 


when ballots are counted, the clerk must 
justify each absentee ballot. He must have 
on file a written request for every such 
ballot. 


Last year the Daily Sun reported that 


Navarro College had obtained a grant to 
conduct a baking school at Collin Street 
Bakery. Has the remodeling work at Collin 
School Bakery been completed? How 
much has been spent to start the project? 
How many people are enrolled in the 
baking school at this time and who does 
one contact about enrollment? 


) College issued a news release 


last August noting that the 
Texas 


Education Agency had given approval for 
a new program in baking and that Collin 
Street Bakery had agreed to make its 
facilities available for the laboratory 
portion of the program. There were never 
any plans involving any remodeling at 
Collin Street Bakery related to this 
proposed program, according th Ernest A. 
Kasprzyk, dean of occupational orien- 
tation. 


Implementation of the baking program, 


according to Kasprzyk, was contingent 
upon the college receiving a grant to assist 
with the costs. The grant approval was not 
received until December, thus making it 
impossible to start the program prior to 
September, 
1976. Thus, there are no 


students enrolled because the program has 
not been started. No money has been spent 
and none will be spent until such time as 
there is an adequate number of students to 
begin the program, the Dean noted. 


The curriculum is being revised to 


develop a more concentrated training 
program in baking, he noted, and it is 
anticipated that the program will begin in 
September if there are enough students 
interested to justify starting the program. 
Persons interested should contact Wanda 
Gillen in the College counseling office. 


Another part of the same grant, which 


your letter didn't mention, provided 
$15,460 for the construction of wheel chair 


into all buildings on campus so that 


the "buildings would be accessable to 
handicapped students. This work is 
currently being completed on campus. 


In the news recently, I heard that 


legislation was being introduced to cut half 
the people now on food stamps off of the 
food stamp rolls. What are some of the 
regulations being proposed? When would 
they go into effect? 


There are hundreds of bills pending in 


the Senate and House which have to do 
with food stamp reform, according to 
Cong. Olin E. Teague's office. The future 
of any one of these bills is as yet uncertain. 


But probably what you read about are 


new administrative regulations affecting 
food stamp recipients and the state 
agencies administrating the program. 


Chad Edwards, an aide to Cong. Teague, 


briefly outlined the major 
changes 


regarding food stamps which are due to 
take effect June 1. 


First, the purchase cost of food si 


will be raised to 30 per cent of the 
recipient's net income. Presently, the 
stamps cost about 22 to 24 per cent of that 
income. 


Secondly, all recipients not on a fixed 


incomewill now be required to report 
changes in their incomes on a monthly 
basis. This will not affect persons living on 
pensions or social security, but it will 
affect persons who have an income which 
changes from month to month. 


Third, instead of basing food stamp 


qualification on a single month's income, a 
90-day retrospective accounting method 
will now be used. That means that to 
qualify, a recipient will have to provide the 
food stamp office with an accounting of 
their income for the past three months. 
From this the office will determine 
eligibility. 


The fourth new regulation affects each 


state, which must now create a central 
banking system for the state to account for 
all stamps issued and moneys received. 
Currently, this is done on a district or 
office-by-office basis. 


Although the regulations are set to 


become effective June 1, states may 
request a delay of up until Sept. 1 to give 
them time to implement the necessary 
changes. 


The primary reason for the changes, 


Edwards noted, is to make the food stamp 
program more accountable and to prevent 
abuses of the program.

Federal District Judge Sarah 


T. Hughes entered an order 
Tuesday afternoon redistricting 
the Navarro County precincts. 


The plan is a radical change 


from the outline of the old 
precincts, eliminating the hour 
glass shape of the old Precinct 
One 
and 
creating 
another 


precinct which is 65.4 per cent 
black. 


The order ends the Navarro 


County redistricting 
dispute 


which began as a class action 
suit brought by several East 
Corsicana 
blacks 
against 


Navarro County. 


The blacks argued that the 


precinct 
lines 
in 
Navarro 


County diluted black voting 
strength and did not conform to 
the one man-one vote rule. 


The county has the right to 


appeal Judge Hughes' decision. 
But none of the defendants were 
available for comment 
this 


morning. 


THE ORDER states that the 


implementation of the 
plan 


shall have no effect on current 
county commissioners. It states 
that 
the 
recently 
elected 


commissioners, Thomas Dyer, 
old Precinct Three, and Clint 
Bell, old Precinct One, shall 
serve out their full four-year 
terms. 


The order further states that 


the 
commissioners 
of 
old 


Precinct Two, R.J. Henderson, 
and old Precinct Four, Billy 
Hargrove, shall serve out the 
remainder of their term until 
the 1978 elections for those 
offices. 


The 
commissioners 
will, 


however, be in charge of the 
new precinct boundaries drawn 
in the plan. 


The order adopts plan B, one 


of three plans submitted to 
Judge Hughes by the court 
appointed special master, Dan 
Weiser, on June 2. 


THE ORDER states that the 


adopted plan conforms to the 
guidelines set up by the court in 
April. The guidelines were that 
the plan equally divide the 
population of the county; divide 
the black vote fairly; divide the 
number of roads and 
bridges 


as equally as possible and avoid 
geographical bias. 


The plan creates one precinct, 


designated Precinct B-2, which 
is 65.4 per cent black. The order 
states that this percentage is 
one that "does fairly preserve 
the black voting strength". 
Navarro County is 22.8 per cent 
black. 


The plan is a quadrant plan, 


dividing the county into four 
parts with Corsicana as the 
center point. 


The plan also divides the 


population of the county into the 
four precincts with a total 
deviation of 6.6 per cent. The 
deviation is figured by the 
number of persons 
in 
the 


precinct which is above or 
below the ideal population of 
7,787 per precinct. The largest 
district population is 3.3 per 
cent above the ideal and the 
smallest district population is 
3.3 per cent under the ideal. 


THE PLAN is based on 1970 


United States Census Bureau 
figures, which the court order 
calls reliable, and follows the 
bureau's enumeration district 
lines. Enumeration districts are 
districts drawn up by the 
Census Bureau and detailed 
information 
concerning 
the 


population and ethnic make-up 


of the district is 
available 


through the census. 


Only one census enumeration 


district is cut by the precinct 
lines. When an enumeration 
district is cut the population in 
each half of the cut district must 
be estimated using population 
density maps and the census 
figures. This cuts down on the 
reliability of the figures. 


The order says "Only one 


census enumeration district ... 
is divided ... which ensures not 
only that the computations in 
developing Plan B are reliable, 
but also that any population 
computations and analyses in 
the future will be reliable." 


ROAD MILEAGE in each 


new precinct was also cited as 
nearly equal. There are 281.05 
miles of county maintained 
road in precinct B-l; 254.65 
miles of county maintained 
road in precinct B-2; 254.40 
miles of county maintained 
road in precinct B-3; and 230.05 
miles of county maintained 
road in precinct B-4. There was 
approximately 
300 miles of 


county maintained road in each 
of the precincts, Arlon Simmons 
said. 


The order also says that the 


plan follows the guideline or- 
dering absence of geographic 
bias. It states that Navarro 
County is now generally divided 
into quadrants. 


Weiser's fee of $1,175 for 


drawing up the redistricting 
plan 
was, charged 
to the 


defendants, Navarro County. 
The fee is based on 23.5 hours of 
work at a $50 per hour con- 
sulting fee. 


The suit was brought in July, 


1975 by James Lister, Robert M.

Water rate increase passe

The Corsicana City Com- 


mission passed new water, 
sewer 
and 
garbage 
rates 


Tuesday night, but the rates 
accepted were not exactly what 
City Manager Dick Ballenger 
presented to them. 


The rates, scheduled to go 


into effect Oct. 1 with the city's 
new budget, were asked for by 
Bailenger 
to 
make 
those 


revenue producing departments 
break 
even, 
thus 
freeing 


general fund money for raises 
for city employes. 


Ballenger gained easy ap- 


proval of his requested increase 
for garbage service, but August 
Wendorf 
swayed the com- 


mission to get a different water 
rate than the one proposed by 
Ballenger. 


WENDORF TOOK issue with 


Ballenger's proposal to sell 
water to large users for less 
than it costs the city to deliver 
it. 


After getting Ballenger to tell 


him that it costs the city 42 cents 
per 1,000 gallons to put water in 
its pipelines, Wendorf lashed 
out at the proposed charging of 
35 cents per thousand gallons 
for usage of 200,000 to 500,000 
gallons of water and 
the 


proposed charge of 30 cents per 
thousand gallons for all water 
used over 500,000 gallons. 


The commission eventually 


combined these rates at a set 
charge of 40 cents per thousand. 


Wendorf asked how someone 


could "buy hamburgers for 42 
cents and sell them for 30 cents" 


without going broke. "If there's 
a way of doing that," Wendorf 
continued, "I think business 
would be interested in knowing 
how." 


Wendorf, who twice com- 


mended Bailenger for keeping 
the cost of water delivery so low 
in the face of continued rising 
costs, later said "It's not fair to 
charge the little consumer 95 
cents per 1,000 gallons and then 
scale (the rates) down and sell 
water at a loss." 


Wendorf 
said 
large 


businesses should not have to be 
bribed to come to Corsicana and 
they should be willing to pay 
their proportionate share for 
water usage. 


UNDER 
QUESTIONING 


from 
Commissioner 
Wayne 


Norris, Bailenger revealed that 
in addition to the lower-than- 
cost rates he was proposing for 
large users, one company, 
Texas Miller, has a contract 
with the city to buy water for 
even less than 30 cents per 1,000 


L 
gallons. 


Bailenger said that on the 


whole the water department 
would not lose money by selling 
water in the two high-use 
categories at less the cost. 


Armistead 
cautioned 
the 


.ssion 
against 
losing 


more than the water increase 
would gain by "running out of 
Corsicana our industry." If that 
would be the result, Armistead 
said, "It's better for me to pay a 
higher water bill." 


Armistead 
voted 
"reluc- 


tantly" with the other four 


members of the commission 
present to pass the water-rate, 
suggested in a motion by 
Norris. 


NORRIS AND Gene Johnson 


both agreed that, except for 
contracts in effect, the city 
should not be selling water at a 
loss. 
They 
also suggested

situation when present low-cost, 
at-loss contracts expire. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood voted 


in favor of the change after 
Bailenger assured her that this 
wouldn't be significant enough 
to run anybody out of town.

After the vote, Armistead 


took issue with a recent Daily 
Sun editorial which wondered 
whether he would vote for this 
utility increase after opposing 
others in the past.

gallons, 65 cents per thousand;
